THE EDITORIAL SPOTLIGHT 


Failure of Government Ownership 
We tune h;.d a Taste of government control, if not ownership, In this 
country, and It ha* 
far from palatable 
It came with th** railroads 
during the war, and It wa* sf» disastrous that the people were jrind to go 
back to private control and management. 
Now the people of London are complaining of what has been done— 
or not done— to the telephone service since it passed under tho control of 
th** General Postoffice. 
Eleven years have elapsed since it carne entirely 
under the management and authority of the government and the results 
are distinctly unwitlnfftctorj. 
The Loudon Morning Post reports that the consensus of opinion is 
that no m aterial progress has !>een made in the direction of affording a 
ch e a jer and more efficient service and that London is far behind Ameri­ 
can and Continental cities in telephone facilities. 
One complaint is that the officials In charge maintain an air of “au­ 
tere aloofness” to tile subscriber, and deal with him by means of coldly 
official fo rm s. 
“From the outset,” we are told, “he is treated as a doubt­ 
ful character and required to pay In ad va m e for sendee he may have to 
wait for—sift en for many weeks—and all of Ids legitimate requests must 
circulate in the form of correspondence through the proj***- channels.” 
But the greatest difficulty lies in the slowness of the nervice, whieh is 
freely admitted to be Inferior to that which we receive lo the United 
Stites. 
Moreover, there Is no attempt to get new business. 
Gds. person 
who suggested this was properly rebuked, and told that it was sufficient to 
bring it fairly within the knowledge c f the public and to “wait for their 
demand.*.’’ 
Bureaucracy is the same the world over, and to expect enterprise 
from such a source is to hope for the impossible. 
Initiative comes when 
a business I* nuder private control. 
The man In the government sendee 
follows the beaten path, and when the government has .1 monopoly of a 
utility th*1 official is usually merely tolerant of tho*.* who need such a 
utility. 
All of which goes to prove tile truth of what bas been said so often in 
recent year*; We need more business in government and loss government 
Is business.— T he PhiUidelphtn Inquirer.
